New station manager envisions big 
possibilities for campus public radio

“I found Sacramento an exciting 
city, CSUS an exciting university and 
the possibilities for public radio ex- 
citing,” commented Stewart Wilber, 
KERS - FM station manager. 

The possibitities Wilber envisioned 
for KERS when he choose to come to 
CSUS as the station’s manager, are 
slowly becoming realities. KERS was 
recently awarded a $140,000 federal 
grant that will enable the station to 
boost its power and expand its 
Programming. 

The grant came from the 
Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare. The Federal Com- 
munications Commission also 


granted KEHS permission to mounta 
new antenna on the 680 - foot - high 
broadcast tower owned by KTXL, 
television Channei 40, south of Sac- 
ramento. The power boost with the 
aid of the new directional antenna, 
will enable KERS to reach most of 
Sacramento Vailey. 

The university station will be the 
first public station in Sacramento. Ac- 
cording to Wilber, Sacramento is the 
second largest market without a 
public radio station. Sacramento is 
also very similar in size to San An- 
tonio, Texas where Wilber was direc- 
tor of programming. Wilber helped to 
make the station in San Antonio one 
of the top 10 pubiic radio stations in 
the country. Because of the 
similarities of the two cities, Sac- 


ramento looked desirable to Wilber 
From San Antonio Wilber brought 
10 years of experience with him in the 
fieid of public radio and a refreshing 
amount of enthusiasm. Wilber feels 
public radio works fora good cause. 
Its purpose is to provide services to 
the audience not normally available 
through commercial radio.

The firing of CSUS head footbali coach Glenn Brady has generated a lot of 
talk about funding for the CSUS athletic programs. Stan Wright has for some 
time been telling everyone who will listen that he can't run an effective athletic 
program when he has to return “hat in hand” to student government every year 
to plead for funds. He is probably correct 

Under a program expected to be approved by the Board of Trustees of the 
CSUC next month, Instructionatly Related Activities (IRA) such as the men's 
and women’s athletic programs, will receive an annual minimum floor funding 
aliowing them to plan their programs well in advance 

Other programs to receive this type of funding would be the Marching Band 
the State Hornet, Barrio Art, and the Chicanito Science Project 

On the surface the plan appears sound, and would take a large burden from 
ASI funds — Your funds. What the IRA fee is, however, is nothing more than 
another student activity fee. over which students will have some cearee of con 
trol through a committee of representatives. But if our current representation 
through ASt is any indication of the care that will be given to overseeing the use 
of student monies, then we would have to oppose this new fee 

Under the guidelines of the proposal, students would be charged up to ten 
dollars per semester in |RA fees on a mandatory basis, that is in addition to the 
current student activities fee. The spending of these funds would be deter- 
mined by acommittee of student, faculty and administrative representatives. of 
which students will comprise 50 per cent of the votes 

This does not appear to guarantee anything in terms of funding all IRA 
programs, but merely that all of the funds would be spent on IRA 

Under the pian it would be possibie for a student - faculty coalition to com- 
pletely eliminate all funding for any program. Students have demonstrated lit- 
tle desire in the past to fund some IRA activities and most notable is their in- 
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Sena 


creased reluctance to fund the men’s and women’s athletic programs 

The IHA fee will be pointed at now as the answer to the Brady controversy 
No longer will the coach have to be concerned about the future of his program 
as !ong as the IRA fee is approved. And, they will tell us. the coach would have 
silk with which to produce his proverbial purse

fam writing this letter to clarify my position on the recent trip of Sadat to Is 
rael. The article, “Forced an israeli Concession” which appeared on Friday 
December 2, 1977. is somewhat disjointed, disconnected and to some extent 
does not reflect what | said in one - hour interview, in the presence of a third 
person, Lynn Smith 

in response to the question, “Why did Sadat make the trip to Israel?” | 
suggested that there were at least four possible explanations 

1. Putting Israel on the spot. By going to Jerusalem and meeting with Begin 
Sadat demonstrated again his real intention to resolve the Arab - Israeli conflict 
through negotiation rather than war. He has been stressing for the last seven 
years that he is ready to sign a peace treaty with !srael if Israel withdraws from 
the territories she occupied in 1967, and grants the Palestinians the right of self 
~ determination. Israel, on the other hand, is hardening its position by building 
more and more settlements in the occupied territory and refuses to negotiate 
with the PLO which is recognized by the overwhelming majority of nations as 
the representative body of the Palestinian peopie. The Geneva Conterence 
which was supposed to meet sometime this year, was delayed and delayed 
through Israel's refusal to negotiate with the PLO. Sadat's trip was an attempt 
to break this stalemating tactic by !srael and force israel to think seriously 
about their rea! objectives and intentions — whether peace or expansion 

2. The second explanation is that the economic situation in Egypt is very 
bad. The economy is getting worse and worse and the standard of living is 
deteriorating. Egypt is a very crowded country with approximately forty million 
persons and only 4 per cent of its land arable The per capita income is less than 
$300. The war economy which Egypt was on for many years explains in partthe 
bad economic situation. Sadat's trip is an attempt to break this vicious circle 
Peace would allow Egypt to spend the needed resources which are now used 
for military purposes for resolving the social probiems 

3. A third explanation. The trip was encouraged by the CIA to split the Arab 
World. There was some semblance of unity among Arab countries concerning 
the Geneva Conference. The public opinion inthis country and Europe started 
appreciating the fact that the Arabs want peace but Israel! is stalemating the 
process by refusing to talk with the PLO, and building more settlements in the 
occupied territories. Sadat’s visit will split the Arab World and israel will exploit 
this situation io its advantage by blaming the Arabs that are not agreeing about 
the Geneva Conference, not Israel 

4. A fourth possible explanation The trip shows Sadat's stupidity and 
misunderstanding of the Israeli's real motives. Sadat. in the past few years. has 
exhibited on several occasions certain degree of naivete in dealing with israel! 
Such as calling the year of 1971 “the decisive year for ending the Arab - Israeli 
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Confiict.” The trip was not proceded by any serious preparation, it generated 
high hopes but so far, little success. The heart of the problem, the right of 
Palestinians for national seif - determination, has yet to be resolved 

My own view is that Sadat's trip was a combination of explanation #1 and #3 
The economic situation in Egypt is grave (the 40 million Egyptians in the last 
few decades are poorer in terms of real income) and in need of radicai 
measures to lift the situation up. The war economy must come to an end 

In addition, Israel has been using ali sorts of stalemating tactics to 
camouflage tts real intention of annexing the occupied territories. By going to 
Jerusalem, Sadat, in a sense, is telling the Israeli to forget the marginal 
procedure points which were raised time and again by them and zoom directly 
to the real cause of the conflict. If you want peace you must give up your expan- 
sionist policy and the Palestinians must have the right of self - determination 
just like any other human beings. |n return, | will sign a peace treaty and 
recognize you as a sovereign independent country in the Middle East

Colorful 
history

So, you want to get out, eh? Well, 
let me tell you about a gold mining 
place’ lowa Hil! (pronounced eye - 
wuh heel). This once roaring, bus.ling 
mining town ts “just a spit anda holler 
above the American River, east of 
Colfax,” according to one old - timer 
Heading east on Highway 80 it is ap- 
proximately an hour - and - a - half 
drive from Sacramento. A four-wheel 


drive vehicle is recommended 
because the last several miles are 
definiteiy unimproved roads 


Pinecones, evergreens, and real air 
{aS Opposed to the valley's version) 
greet any who have the time and in- 
Clination to trek on up there 

Records in the State Library con- 
firm the few remaining residents’ tes- 
timony that lowa Hill once was indeed 
one of the most important towns in 
Placer County's colorful, gold mining 
history. The town was what one 
witness called a regular beehive of ac- 
tivity, with a population of 10-15 
thousand people to share in the 
wealth of natural resources from the 
richest spot on the Blue Lead 

You know, all this seems to 
possess a certain amount of romance. 
because people from al! over the 
world dropped whatever they were 
doing to come to the Mother Lode 
area to find gold and build a new life 
In the 1850's and 60's, there were 
seven gold mines and five quartz 
min@s (One of which was owned by C 
F. Macy and Company). Gold was 
hauled out of the earth via hydraulic 
mining at an approximate rate of 
$12,000 per acre The official total of 
gold mined was more than $20 
million, but the unofficial word of 
people in the business indicated that 
at least double that amount was eked 
Out of the mines before they were 
considered ‘drained 

In 1857 lowa Hill had three large 
grocery stores, six dry goods stores 
two hardware stores, and a couple of 
butcher shops _ besides bowling 
alleys, biiliaré parlors, and beer 
saloons. Yet. it wasn't an isolated out- 
post, since lowa Hill also had daily 
stagecoach runs to Sacramento 

Three fires have devastated major 
portions of the town, two of which 
were suspected incendiaries’ in 
separate bakeries The last big biaze 
was in 1922 lowa Hill hasn't been the 








This old gold minina town of mid - 1800's was a roaring community before hydraulic mining was abandoned ceased 


Same since then About the only 
remaining original commercial build- 
ing is the lowa Hill Store made of 
adobe brick with big iron doors in 
front, and a few homesteads In 1968 
the store burned down, too Folks say 
the reason the town wasn't rebuilt a 
fourth time was because the 
hydraulic mining was forced to stop 
when influential farmers complained 
that too much silt was getting into the 
nearby river. There are still a few 
hardy souls down there, who will 
probably be kicked out of the river 
area if or when the Auburn Dam is 


built 
And speaking of characters 
reminiscent of those in the company 
of Lee Marvin in “Paint Your Wagon 
! ventured up to lowa Hill recently 
to pay respects and share a bottie of 
tequila with an ole buddy. Rick. and 
his cohort, Eli Together these two 
guys Could be as dynamic as alit stick 
of TNT. They're feisty, hard - working 
and always ready to have a good time 
at the end of the aay. Once in awhile 
you could hear a sharp cracking 
sound piercing the crisp night air 
That's just one or the other of ‘em us-

Faculty Senate votes to 
approve ARTP plan 


recommendations and review of the

Women’s athletic trainer

Approaching her office door she shakes her head and 
laughingly says, “It's 10:10 exactly,” while jingling her 
keys to find the right one to open it. “You can check the 
clock on the wali.” 

Doris Fennessy's promptness is not questioned 

Understandably, serving as head women's athletic 
trainer, in addition to teaching, often leads to a schedule 
that is filled and irregular. This particular morning is free, 
however, and she is on time 

She unlocks the door and presses the light switch. The 
first object noticed is a poster of three Basset hound pup- 
pies hanging over another faculty member's desk. A com- 
plimentary remark is made regarding the picture. “No they 
aren't,” she quips, heading towards her desk in the corner 

Man's best friend doesn't rate, even the cuddley kind. If 
they were giraffes, though, they'd stand a good chance of 
being relocated to her walls. “I love them, they're so 
beautiful, so graceful,” she remarks. “People give me 
giraffes because they know | like them. It's advantageous 
to have a favorite animal, it really is.” 

There are posters, cards and models of her “favorite 
animal”, totaling over 23 (“You should see my 
apartment”). From a two - foot long poster of a yellow one 
with purple spots and elongated feet, which she received 
for watering someone's lawn that died after two days, toa 
wood - crafted figure in natural tones no more than two in- 
ches high. 

While sitting in an office chair she is asked what 
Prompted her interest in becoming an athletic trainer. 
Responding that the story is rather “boring” the question 
is answered with one short sentence off in a monotone. “In 
my junior year of college | took the course and i became 
interested in it.” 

The “Make It Short This is My Busy Day” statement on 
one of the giraffe posters becomes evident, leading one to 
suspect that Doris may pian to abide by it today. 

Her junior year wasn't that long ago. After graduating 
from East Connecticut State, the physical education ma- 


jor attained her masters at Arizona State University with a 
specialization in athletic training. That was in the spring of 
1976. 

In the fall she returned to college as a faculty member, 
not a student. At 22 she was hired here, and with the job 
came some unforseen revelations 

“First of ali | didn't know the average age of students 
was 26 and | was réally surprised,” she said, explaining 
that she was accustomed to 21 or 22 - year olds. “During 
my first week here we had a film on CSUS and they came 
out and said the average age of students was 26, | couldn't 
believe it. Then when | walked into my classes the first 
semester - well, the second, too - their initial reaction was 
‘Who's this?’ " 

“! got mistaken a lot tor a student too But to me 
students are students and if they are here to learn then 
there's no problem." 

Another issue that comes up as a result of her age is 
how to be addressed. “When | first started | looked at some 
of my trainers and a lot of them were, and are my age or 
older. All| could think of was ‘Miss Fennessy could | have a 
band aid?’ ‘Miss Fennessy could you tape me?’ ‘Miss 
Fennessy this, Miss Fennessy that,’ " she recalis with a 
chuckle. “And it's such a long name, | think.” 

“When | go into my classes, | introduce myself as ‘Doris 
Fennessy’ and | say that ‘you can call me whatever you are 
comfortable with.’ | find my younger students call me by 
my last name and the older ones call me by my first name. | 
think you can be just as professional being called by your 
first name as your last, as long as you have the respect that 
goes with it.” 

The tape recorder has been shut down at intervals for 
oft tne record talk and when it is suggested a little more in- 
formation would be appreciated she leans over her chair, 
picks up an old cardboard box and asks. “How's this?” 
pulling out two smaller Hershey boxes. One that con- 
tained chocolate with almonds and one without. 

Her weil - known addiction to sweets has not been dis- 
cussed at length, mainly because there is a noticeable lack 
of them around her desk. 


Fennessy loves giraffes, tapes ankles 
and is connoiseur of Hershey bars 


She went cold turkey for 10 days a couple of weeks 
ag? and tne voxes were there to encourage will power 
and, maybe, bring back fond memories 

But after “climbing the walls and going through my 
apartment cabinets three or four times a day hoping I'd 
find a morsel of chocolate " she broke down. She does not 
want to discuss her shortcoming and the subject is 
changed to something Doris Fennessy had confidence 
and control over her profession 

Along with the men’s trainer, she heads the only cur- 
riculum offered in northern California colleges that 
produces certified athletic trainers. The women's program 
is extremely popular and growing at in an incredible rate, 
especially since the expansion and equal funding of 
women's sports. 

“Yes,” she says confirming the increase, “! just can't 
believe how it’s changed...since two years ago. Whenever | 
go to a convention there are a lot more women taking 
tests. The reason why training is an open field, more so 
than for men, is because of Title X! and women have to get 
the same kind of care, whether it's from a male trainer or if 
they hire a woman trainer just for women.” 

For most of this conversation and others as well, she is 
constantly smiling, waving her hands expressively 
through the air, and either preceeds, concludes, or laughs 
lightly through an entire sentence. Nervous habits 
perhaps, or just a part of her personality, in any case they 
all disappear when she is confronted by an athiete seeking 
help or when she discusses her job. : 

“t love my work,” she says seriously. “I'm always out to 
prove the same thing - that i'm the best teacher angi trainer 
1 can be, I'll never change that.

President Heyman Matlock and 
Vice President Pat Macias each 
received an allocation of $130.00 
Senators Mike Dauber and Joe Debbs 
each received $100.00, while Senate 
Chair Robin Blair received $75.00 
Beside the cash allocation the group 
also received a rent - a - car credit 
card for their transportation needs 

During this same period the ex- 
meeting. many Senators were 
engaged in accusations of Senate 
misuse of student money for 
traveling. Senator Richard Dobson 
noted, “A number of Senators have 
been allowed to attend statewide SPA 
meetings, but no reports have yet 
been given by any of the Senators 
who have attended these meetings.” 

Senate Chair Blair supported the 
traveling by saying, “Senator Kate 
Connors had given a report on the 
two - day September SPA meeting in 
Los Angeles to which three ASI 
Senators were sent. The Senators 
who attended were Joe Debbs, Karen 
Bowen, and Kate Connors who each 
received $90.00 for the trip. Senate 
Chair Biair received $75.00, while 
President Heyman Matlock spent 
$201.00 for the same trip 

Senator Connors then stunned the 
same Senate gathering by saying 
Blair should have given the report 
“for at least the 20 minutes you were 


there 

In further Senate discussion sur 
rounding the travel expenses, Debbs 
was accused of misusing his $100 
allocation for the Oct. 21 Chico SPA 
meeting. Debbs had not turned tn his 
expense receipts from the Chico 
meeting and said his receipts had 
“disappeared” from a= requisition 
book. However, McAmis told the 
State Hornet that he never received 
any receipts from Debbs Debbs later 
accounted for $27.00 receipt dis- 
crepancy from the Chico trip, with a 
receipt replacement form in which he 
claimed the money had been spent on 
two breakfasts and public relations 
Debbs had aiready accounted for 
$20.00 in breakfast and dinner costs 
with the origina! receipts he had 
turned in forthe trip, bringing his tota! 
amount of money spent for breakfast 
during the two - day trip to about 
$30 00 


McAmis said the biggest problem 
concerning the travel is that he 
usually doens't receive a prior notice 
of the legislative travel.

Beethoven, Mahler delivered 
with pure musicality and flair

Somebody lit a fire under the Sac- 
ramento Symphony Sunday after- 
noon. They delivered Beethoven and 
Mahler with more punch and flair, 
more pure musicality, than they've 
shown in any concert within recent 
memory. 

Conductor Harry Newstone 
opened the program with the an- 
tiphonal “Sonata Pian e Forte” written 
in 1597 by Giovanni Gabrieli. Two 
small instrumental groups, mostly 
horns, played opposite each other in 
a soft and loud, declaring and 
answering, brass choir effect. Even 
the trumpet was well - tempered — a 
hint of good things to come. 


Then Lili Kraus entered, kissed 
Newstone, sat at the Steinway and 
captured the concert crowd with an 
exquisite “Piano Concerto no. 3 in C 
minor, Op. 37” by Beethoven. 

Newstone balanced the orchestra 
behind her and managed to bring 
them to life in a lyrical, graceful ac- 
companiment to Kraus's power. 

Lili Kraus looked and sounded like 
a great lady living cut her life to 
perfection with her music. Her tone 
was firm, precise, and fully 
melodious. 


There will be strolling guitarists, a 
brass band, and recorder ensembies 
playing Irish folk music outside the 
church. , 


A troubadour harp will be played 
by MaryLee Dozier. 


As the orchestra responded, Kraus 
seemed perfectly in tune with her 
piano, her composer, her conductor 
and herself 

Standing to acknowledge the 
cheers from the audience, Lili Kraus 
said, “Never have | played this 
concerto with such sympathetic and 
expert backing and with such a jewel 
of a conductor as you have here in 
this concert hall in Sacramento.” 

Then, as if Newstone hadn't 
already “delivered beyond expec- 
tation, he came back after inter- 


mission with a full - sized Wagnerian 


orchestra to conduct a breathtaking 
“Symphony no. 1 in D major,” by Gus- 
tav Mahler. 

For this work Mahler uses extra 
numbers of woodwinds, brass and 
percussion with bassoons, french 
horns, two tympanists, harp, gong, 
and bass drum. 

Newstone tucked the trumpets in 
the wings for the opening, spring - 
iike awakening movement, then 
slowly built the orchestra's volume to 
the force of a full - tilt Mahler storm. 

It was electric. Whoever turned on 
the musicians — whether is was Lili, 
Harry, Ludwig or Hustav — the 
symphony patrons were appreciative 


and responded like slightly - sophis- 


ticated Rolling Stones fans.
